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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the raised, face-to-face electrodes" in line 6. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burnside et al. '281 . Burnside et al. disclose a device for clamping cardiac tissue 
comprising a first handle member, a second handle member, first and second mating 
jaws, a first elongate ablation electrode, a second elongate electrode and a pair of EKG 
monitoring sensors (col.J^ines 29-31), 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11, 12, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Burnside et al. further in view of Imran '860. Burnside et al. teach all 
of the limitations of the claims except the electrodes comprising gold plated cooper and 
the length and width of the electrodes. Imran discloses an ablation device and teaches 
that it is old and well known in the art to use gold plated copper as an electrode material 
for the Burnside et al. deive, since it has been held to within the general skill of a worker 
in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as 
a matter of obvious design choice, particularly in view of the teaching of Imran. 

Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to form the electrode according to the dimensions as 
claimed, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are 
discloses in the prior art, discovering the optimum dimensions involves only routine skill 
in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
